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Is Armenia the Offender 
or the Victim? 


President Wilson has informed 


the President of the League of 
Nations that he is willing to sen 

his personal representative, {r 
Morgenthau, to chase the Reds 
and the Turks out of Arnienia— 
provided the great powers of 
Burope give a ‘public and solemn 
engagement’ that they will not 
make war against Russia or back 
up the smaller states along the 
Russian border in any sort of of- 
fensive operations. 

It is, of cofirse, the right of 
the President to state the terms 
upon which he, will undertake 
such a large, important, onerous 
and unpromising task as that of 
ousting the Soviet forees and the 
Turks out of Armenia, and of re- 
storing this little nation to the 
position of political ‘‘self-deter- 
mination.’’ But his right in the 
matter does not obscure the fact 
that the terms ‘he requires are 
somewhat unexpected. 

The implication of Mr. Wilson 
4s that Armenia has been steam- 
rollered by the Reds and their 
Turk allies because the Armenians 
were backed up by the great pow- 
ers in an offensive enterprise 
against the Bolshevik power. Very 
clearly that is a contention that 
requires some substantiating evi- 
dence. So far as the patent facts 
show, the Armenian republic was 
not crusifed by the Red and)Turk 
armies because it had the backing 
of the allies, cr some of them, but 
because it hadn’t that backing. 
And if President Wilson has proof 
that the Armenians started any 
lone-handed drive for Moscow he 
should produce it. 

So far as the non-official world 
has been informed, the fact is 
that Armenia has been assassin- 
ated because the only one of the 
great powers that had the means 
available to give it the backing it

And 
the prospect of a successful issue 
of the mission would be very 
much improved if the U.S. fleet | 
were sent into the Black Sea and} 


;ship. The chance of ‘‘peace 
without victory’’ is about as good 
in Armenia as it was in France.

caliy opposed to its own, 


The Fruits of Division. 

Italy, it is reported, will not 
back the other” Allies in an at- 
tempt to force Germany to strictly 
fulfil its treaty obligations, or to 
compel Turkey to accept the situa- 
'tion in the Levant as it stands. 
Italy has not forgotten that the Al- 
lies did not back it up when it de- 
manded such a settlement of the 
Adriatic situation as Italy thought 
| itself entitled to and necessary ta 
its future security. Having had ta 
protect their own intersts in the} 
Adriatic, the Italians have evident- 
ly come tothe conclusion that | 

France may take care of itself 
against Germany, and that Greece | 
may do its own fighting avith the 
| Turks. The sentiment is not un 
|natural, but it does not speak well 
| for the continued solidarity of the 
Allies. The idea of standing to- 
gether in the making of peace as 
| they stood in the making of war 
has been conspicuously absent

But the fact that it was declined 
does not entitle the President to 
saddle the European powers with 
the consequence. Nor to set up 
the theory that the Armenians 
have been justly punished because 
they developed a lust for con- 
quest and tried to carve out an 
empire for themselves at the ex- 
pense of the unoffending Trotsky. 

There4s no apparent reason why 
the allied nations should not pro- 
claim their intention of abstaining 
from offensive operations against 
the Bolshevik power, seeing that 
they have no evident intentions of 
carrying on any such operations. 
But there are the best of reasons 
why they should refuse to accept 
the slander that they, and not the 
Soviet, are responsible for the 
crime that the Soviet has perpet- 
rated upon the Armenians. And 
there are equally good, reasons 
why they should refuse to asso- 
ciate themselves in an implication 
that the Armenians earned their 
terrible fate by launching an of- 
fensive war against their peace- 
loving and well-meaning Bolshe- 
vik neighbors. 

That being the President’s view 
of things, it probably will make 
no material difference whether 
the powers give this ‘‘publie and 
solemn’’ pledge of good behaviour 
or refuse te do so. If Mr, Mor- 
genthau is being sent to Asia Min- 
or to persuade the Armenians to 
leave the Bolsheviks and the Turks 
alone there is not much to be ex- 
pected from his mission. All he 
can do in that case is to make 
clear to the Armenians that they 
have nothing to expect in the way 
of outside help, and that the best 
they can do is to forget the fa- 
mous ‘fourteen points,’’ dis-

Unemployment Figures. 

Ottawa announces that during 
the week ending with Dee. 24th, 
seventeen thousand people in Can- 
| ada lost their jobs as the result of 
contraction in business and the 
slowing up of industry. This after | 
dedueting three thousand who had | 
been taken on for the Christmas | 
/trade rush. An encouraging fea 
iture of the situation is that the 
inumber is only three thousand 
| greater than those- released from 
| employment in the corresponding 
week a year ago. The statistics do 
| not however completely represeut 
the employment situation. They 
only cover so much of it as is af- | 
‘fected by the four thousand odd 
firms reporting to the Government. 
| Of the fourteen thousand who lost 
}employment a year ago the great 
majority easily found engagement 
elsewhere if they were looking for 
it, for the demand for help was 
| universal. Unfortunately the pro- 
spect that industrial employees, 
store workers and others who are | 
now losing their places because of 
business restrictions will easily | 
find work elsewhere is less good. | 
If general conditions were what 
they were a year ago the country} 
could quickly absorb the labor 
supply released from industrial 
| plants and other concerns which 
normally experience a falling off 
of business at this time of year.
